SON KILLED IN BATTLE IN FRANCE 


T HE YFAR 1915 has been unprecedented in prosperty to 
the merchants and business men generally of Si, Cloud. 
There is not an individual, firm or company, with one 
exception, doing business in St. Cloud but what closed the tear 
in better Hnanci.il condition than when fire year began. That 
one holiness that found its balance on the wrong side of the 
ledger at the (lose of the year was the St. Cloud Tribune. 

Without the slightest fear of iiHveatful contradiction, 1 will 
say that ninety per cent of the prosperity that has come to 
St. Cloud the past yfal was due tn ihe efforts of the Tribune, 
When J assumed charge of the 1’nbune it contained but tew 
advertisements, and dunking that perhaps the cause of the lack 
of patronage was due to the sire of »he paper and the character 
of the matter it contained.

the city. ’Pterefore it becomes my most unpleuiant duty to *ay 
.h»t during the \ car 19!ft the Tnbtifie •• ill not he published at 
« Inum issl loss, The paper w ill contain just as many pages as 
the business it receives from out merchants warrants. If the 
buniies* men of St. ( loud pattoni/e the Tribune to such un 
extent that 1 feel justified in printing a twelve page paper, I will 
do xo: if their business warrants an eight-page paper, they will 
get it, nr if not, they w ilt be furnished a paper containing only 
four pages. 1 know it to he absolute (act when I viv that the 
Tribune has humght pros pent) m all St. Cloud, and I further 
know it to be a fact that unless the Tribune is kept at it* piesent 
high standard of excellence the same prosperity will not come to

COMMISSIONERS DISCONTINUE 
SENDING OUT COUNTY PAPERS 


1 he plan of mailing out wrrkly the 
county papers to persons in the North 
and West, which plan was first in¬ 
troduced seven years ago. and W'hich 
proved tlu- cheapest ami best form 
«>f ndvrrtiftin* ever employed, was 
dfscvonTinurd at the meeting of the 
Board of County Commissioners on 
Monday last 

\V’«e have not been apprised of the 
cause of this action ot the commis¬ 
sioners. but a»!>utiu* it wav because 
of lack of funds, a* the publicity fund 
W’S* heavily drawn upon for printing 
the ten thousand pamphlets, the ap¬ 
propriation to the Orange rnitnty 
I'air and the taking of space iu the 
Tampa Tribune Year Hook. 

It is a source of regret that the 
commissioner* could not face their 
way clear to cnnifmie Hie plan of 
mailing out weekly tK hundred copies 
each of »hr Tribune And ttc Gacettc, 
a* cvcrv' iiv know* that new-pnp-r* 
are looked to for information ns t*» 
condition* prevailing in any commu¬ 
nity. and that four mil of five pamph¬ 
lets are never read, and those mat 


arc read seldom produce results in 
the way of inducing tourist* to locate 
permanently or capital to invest. 

At the beginning of tqij the com¬ 
missioners ceased mailing out paper* 
and did not begin again until October 
of last year, hut the Tribune, at } ts 
own expense, continued the plan, and 
tlie hundreds of *trang*rs now in St. 
Uoi'd i* the re stilt of the good work 
fcf the Tribune. 

This question has been discussed 
|or the past seven years, and the man 
is yet to he found who did not say it 
vva-* money well spent. The gren* 
prosperity that ha* come •.» this 
county, which made a gain of jut 
per cent during the past ten years, a 
greater per c*nt than wrts made by 
•my other county in the *u*r. (» due 
entirely to the local pa pc a, and we 
*ay again, it is to be regretted the 
comnttMlionert could nm see their 
way clear to continue the plan. 

The matter will again be brought 
to the attention of the commission- 
er*, when it is hoped they will 
view the question in a different light.

south. 

The frame ought to l>« 16 to oo 
inches It igh on the north anti 8 to 
io inches on the south. Tht 
should be enriched with well rottrd 
m ui.irc and commercial fertUifcr. Do 
not make the soil as rich as that into 
which the plants are to be planted. 
It it is richer the plants will become 
stunted when they are transplanted, 
wild- If is not s*> rich they will 
continue growth unchecked 

Plants started In this way wi?l grow 
slowly so that by the time danger 
from frost is over they wdl he about 
the right site to plant out. The glass 
shnala he raised on warm days so 
that fresh .

A little ventilation is nec 
cssary every day. 

If one cannot afford the glass, un¬ 
bleached muslin mar he used instead.
